* As  a minister  I am  accustomed  to  belic’ring  on  evidence  I consider  suffl-  ^ 
cient  and  I have  therefore  become  used  to  getting  along  good  naturedly  with  / 
those  who  have  had  more  rigid  scientific  training  and  consider  it  their  du^ty 
t^susnend  all  decision  till  all  the  facts  are  in  hand.  iVhen  my  friend 

a keenlv  intelligent  eneineer  and  one  of  the  most  clear-tninking 
members  of  my  congregation^  was  explaining  to  me  as  well  as  he  could  to  my^ 
clerical  mind  some  of  the  difficulties  involved  in  building  the  reactors 'for 
the  new  atomic-powered  merchant  shio,  he  was  leaning  against  mv  carj  parked 
in  our  drive,  and  I was  sitting  on  the  curb  looking  up  at  him  intent  on  ab- 
sorbing pnis  information  outside  mv  field.  Ke  was  Just  ciscussing  the  possi- 
bilities of  sore  :>f  the  newer  metals,  which  can  withstand  un  to  2500  degrees 
fahrenheit,  when  I saw  in  the  sky  ,1ust  past  his  head,  high  and  ^parently  verv 
far  away  -no  sound  could  be  heard-  two. large  brilliant  lights.  Instinctive- 
Iv  I knew  no  airplane  could  have  lights  tHat  'Hright  "tbat  “oarlv  in  the  evening 
when  the  sky  was  still  perfectly  light ^ Half  joking  because  of  rv  full  ex- 
pectation of  skepticism  on  the  part  of  ^ny  scientist  frienLi  , but  instinctively 
feeling  I was  correct  in  saying  It,  I eiclaiineu,  "Hey,  there’re  a couple  of 
flying  saucersl"  ^ 

I have  never  before  seen  "flying  saucers'*  but  navlng  read  of  so  many  sight- 
lings  of  round  objects  with  brilliant  lights  which  could  not  be  identified  with  J 
conventional  aircraft  , and  by  a number  of  people  who  need  not  be  consiaered 
Acapaole  of  knowing  they  saw  what  they  saw,  I knew  of  no  other  conclusion  to 
c^e  to,  whether  at  the  first  impulse  or  on  deliberate  consideration.  My 
j^igineer  friend  turned  immediately,  saving,  "Where?"  I tried  to  point  out  to  ^ 
aim  but  by  the  time  he  had  focused  in  the  right  direction  the  two  lights,  T 

fbioh  had  been  flving  smoothly  in  formation  in  a northerly  direction,  dlsap- 
Reared  byhind  a thin,  high  wispy  cloud.  My  friend  ran  into  the  house  to  call 
pis  wife,  arid  we  all  three  ga^ed- uo  in  the  sky  a little  north  of  where  I had 
j^ighted  the  lights.  In  a moment  thev  reappeared,  this  time  one  above  the  other 
father  than  in  the  horl7ontal  formation  in  which  I had  first  spotted  them, 
fine  dropped  fast  as  though  looping  and  then  climbed  fast.  Ihe  other  reoeated 
^e  same  maneuver  and  then  both  climbed  out  of  sight  behind  the  high,  distant  ^
